Aspirin is one of the oldest
and most useful standbys in
medicine, yet it is often un-
derestimated and misused.

Chemically it is acetylsalicy-
lic acid, a compound which is
easy to manufacture at small
cost. It goes by a multitude of
trade names and drug produ-
cers vie with each other to sell

—aspirin that disolves in water
before you can say ‘“aspirin,”
aspirin that is buffered against
stomach irritation, aspirin that
is “more effective” than the

It is the principal active in-

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ACTUALLY, aspirin is very
fow in toxicity, The most com-
mon bad effect is a little stom«
ach irritation in some people
just after they have taken a
pill. This can be effectively
prevented by buffering the as-
pirin, with a pinch of baking
soda. Some persons develop
allergic rashes with aspirin,
and very rarely more serious
effects are noted.
